from the rainfall. Fields in and 
around Canal Point and Sand Cut 
were little damaged. 

Planting of beans at this parti- 

cular time is far behind that of 
last year, it has been reported by 
those who keep close contact with 
the farmers. This condition has 
been brought about by the lack 
of new bean seed. Had the grow- 
ers been able to get all the seed 
they wanted for early planting 
there would have been thousands 
of acres more already planted, 
these informants believe. 
One condition sure to prevail 
during the coming months, it ta 
thought by many growers, is the 
shortage of labor. Some believe 
that pickers and packers will be 
hard to get with a great deal of 
defense work going on’ in, various 
parts of the nation.

Increased Cost Of Ingred- 
ients Is Cause Ofg 
Boost In Price 


Bread is up one tent per loaf 
in the ‘Lake Okeechobee farming 
region. The former five cent loaf 
now sells for six cents and the 
dime loaf is a thing of-the past— 
now retailing for 11c. ‘The price 
boost went into effect-the first 
of this week, according to an an- 
nouncement made by Wiley, Tillis, 
proprietor of the Home Town Bak- 
ery, in Pahokee, Mr. Tülis sal 
that other bakera serving this seç- 
tion have made the same increase.
